THE Duchy of Corn¬ 
wall has moved to sort 
out road safety and 
parking problems in 
Queen Mother Square - 
more than a year after it 
was raised as an issue 
by Dorchester town 
councillors. 

Red and white plastic 
markers have now been 
put in place - clearly in¬ 
dicating where cars 
should park and people 
should walk. 

The move marks a de¬ 
feat for the concept of 
keeping the square as 
an open space. 

Dorchester’s incom¬ 
ing Mayor Tim Harries 
was one of the first to 
complain about the 
problems in the Square 
more than a year ago.

He criticised the con¬ 
cept that there should 
only be limited mark¬ 
ings, no zebra or other 
controlled crossing 
points, in the belief that 
drivers and pedestrians 
would, essentially, sort 
themselves out. 

The town council 
made representations to 
the Duchy about the 
concerns at the time, 
but were asked to give 
the Square time to settle 
down. 

The concerns of the 
town council were 
echoed by the Pound- 
bury Residents Associ¬ 
ation which has raised 
the issue several times 
at regular meetings with 
the Duchy. 

A paper delivered to 
the town council, made 
the case for the “open 
plan” Square citing ex¬ 
amples from abroad 
where the concept had 
worked well. But since 
then the problems have 
become worse and on 
days when the farmer’s 
market is in operation 
drivers often park 
where they like - in-

• TELL us a little about your 
career background in London...

Eventually, I 
got into the field of training, marketing and develop¬ 
ment, working originally for a marketing company and 
then for a management training company, eventually 
setting up a recruitment and training consultancy in 
1994 specialising in recruitment, public speaking skills 
and goal setting training. 

• WHAT did you enjoy about your work? 

I LOVE people and really enjoy facilitating people to 
grow. It was interesting to meet so many different kinds 
of people 

• YOU then moved to Devon and opened a bed and 
breakfast - what inspired such a lifestyle change? 

MY MUM'S illness, we also wanted a better quality of 
life and we both wanted to try a new life and pursue 
more artistic endeavours. 

Howard wanted to have more time to write and sing 
songs. I wanted to paint, write and design jewellery. 
The B&B seemed a nice way to make a living. It was fun 
and we enjoyed meeting lots of people, some of which 
became good friends. 

It was also a welcome break from the fast track life we 
had in London, which we both felt we had enjoyed 
when we were young, but as we were getting older we 
missed the beauty and tranquillity of the countryside. 

• WHAT do your goal setting and dream dynamic 
workshops entail, and how can people benefit 
from them? 

MY AIM is to make all the workshops as easy and as 
comfortable as possible so that the workshops are fun 



and enjoyable, and at the same time ensuring the aims 
of each participant are met. 

The benefits people can achieve would, firstly, be to 
focus on what they truly want to achieve, by becoming 
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clear about their objectives and being able to see an 
action plan of how they can create them in a more mo¬ 
tivational and energetic way. 

The dream dynamic side of the workshop is there to 
see if there is anything else that inspires them, that 
could make a difference to their future plans. 

I use the analogy of cooking a cake; I don’t want peo¬ 
ple to leave the room half-baked! It also helps that peo¬ 
ple are in a lovely environment with a sea view. It allows 
people to let their guards down and completely partic¬ 
ipate in the process 

The workshop so far had good feedback, and I am 
looking forward to doing more of those workshops in 
first quarter of next year. 

• DO you have any more courses 
or workshops coming up? 

YES, I am planning the next workshop in early May ti¬ 
tled,'Public Speaking Skills for Business and for Pleas¬ 
ure'. 

I am currently looking at the format of it: I am debat¬ 
ing whether it is better to do it all in one day, or is better 
suited as a series of two or thre workshops spread over 
three weeks. 

It will be for anyone who wants to feel more comfort¬ 
able and confident speaking to an audience. I am offer 
the possibility to train people on a one to one basis, 
which sometimes is more comfortable for people start¬ 
ing out public speaking. 

• HOW did you first start making jewellery? 

I DID three years of one morning a week at Bicton agri¬ 
cultural college. I enjoyed working with colour and tex¬ 
tures and the creative aspects of the course inspired 
me to start making jewellery back in 2004. 

• WHAT kind of jewellery do you 
make and is it available to buy? 

I MAKE mainly beaded jewellery using silver, gem¬ 
stones and pearls. Each year I try and do something dif¬ 
ferent, and this year I am making suede lariats. I have 
sold through the Marine House Gallery in Beer for the 
past 10 years, and now sell through the Colmers Hill 
Boutique on the Symonsbury Estate, recently design¬ 
ing some jewellery for a fashion show. I also do parties, 
fairs, and can design and make jewellery specifically for 
special occasions 

• WHAT do you enjoy doing in your spare time? 

I ENJOY socialising, films and theatre, singing, reading, 
walking and gardening and painting and writing 

• WHAT do you enjoy doing in your spare time? 

THE beauty of the sea and countryside, the sublime 
peacefulness of the area, and the ancientness of the 
cliffs. It's inspiring! Also there are plenty of fun activities 
to get involved with.

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Elderly 
targeted in 
series of 
distraction 
burglaries 

POLICE investigating a 
spate of distraction bur¬ 
glaries in the county are 
appealing for witnesses 
and urging the public to 
remain vigilant. 

Three offences oc¬ 
curred on Wednesday, 
March 30th along Albert 
Road in Corfe Mullen 
and one incident at Hill 
View in Charminster, 
Dorchester. 

Two further offences 
occured on Thursday, 
March 31st at Sandring¬ 
ham Court in Dorch¬ 
ester and Broadwindsor, 
near Beaminster. 

Detectives believe the 
same man is responsible 
and he has been known 
to target flats and retire¬ 
ment accommodation. 
He is described white, 
aged in his 40s, over six 
feet tall and of stocky 
build. 

The offender is be¬ 
lieved to enter the main 
building and then check 
to see if any flat door is 
open. 

If a door is unlocked 
he walks in and rifles 
through the victim’s 
possessions. The victim 
is usually in another 
room and is unaware 
this is happening. 

The offender then ap¬ 
proaches the victim and 
claims to be a salesman 
and offers cleaning 
products from his 
holdall. He then asks the 
victim to write their 
name and address down 
so his boss knows he 
has been there. 

Detective Sergeant 
Mark Shields, of Dorset 
Police’s Priority Crime 
Team, said: “I am ap¬ 
pealing to anyone who 
may have witnessed 
these incidents or has 
been approached in this 
manner to contact police 
on 101. 

“If you find a stranger 
in your home in any cir¬ 
cumstances, dial 999 
immediately. 

“I would also urge the 
public to ensure doors 
are locked and if you 
live in a block of flats 
please do not allow ac¬ 
cess through the main 
doors to anyone you do 
not know. 

“Always ask for ID 
and check the validity of 
anyone who comes to 
your door. Police and 
Trading Standards ad¬ 
vice is very simple: do 
not buy from door step 
traders.”

Council to fix potholes 
following roadworks 


DORCHESTER’S Clarence Road has 
been left with pot-holes, some six inches 
deep, after work to replace traffic lights 
at Maumbury Cross. 

Extra traffic poured onto the Victoria 
Park estate roads during almost two 
weeks of traffic congestion while the 
traffic light work was being carried out. 
Many drivers used the filter lane to 
come off Weymouth Avenue into 
Maiden Castle Road and then into 
Clarence Road and Maud Road. 

Because Clarence Road is clogged up 
during the week with the cars of town 
centre and hospital workers, the road is 
effectively reduced to one lane. 

The extra wear and tear resulted in the 
road’s poor surface finally being worn 
away in several places to expose the 
gravel and hardcore which lay beneath 
the tarmac. 

Dorset County Council say that sev¬ 
eral people contacted them, many via 
the pothole online service, to complain 
about the state of the road. Emergency 
patching repairs are now planned to 
solve the problem and, depending on the 
weather, may be completed this week. 

Meanwhile the county council is cele¬ 
brating a Government grant of £817,000

for emergency road repairs - enough to 
fix 15,415 potholes over the coming 
year. 

The council currently has 1,162 pot¬ 
holes recorded on the county’s roads, 
and the county council aims to fix each 
reported pothole within a month. 

Martin Hill, Dorset County Council’s 
network operations service manager, 
said: “We are pleased that we’ve been 
allocated £817,000 to repair potholes in 
the county’s roads. This funding is vital 
to continue funding these repairs and in¬ 
suring that they are completed to a good 
quality and that the time it takes us to re¬ 
pair these potholes is reduced. 

“Dorset has over 2,500 miles of high¬ 
way and we are focusing on early life 
treatment, aiming to prolong the life of 
our roads and prevent potholes and other 
defects from forming. By using various 
methods we can improve road condi¬ 
tion.

“These temporary mark¬ 
ers will be replaced in due 
course with permanent steel 
bollards and some new 
lighting columns, plus ap¬ 
plication of yellow asphalt 
material to join up the ex¬ 
isting yellow coloured 


courtesy crossings.” 

Councillor Harries, who lives at 
Poundbury, said he was delighted ac¬ 
tion had been taken to make negotiat¬ 
ing the Square more obvious to drivers 
and pedestrians. 

“P's something I have been banging 
on about for ages,” he said, “To some 
extent I have got some sympathy with 
people who park in the wrong place be¬ 
cause the Square’s paving is laid out in 
rectangles which look like parking 
spaces, although there’s no excuse for 
parking in the middle of the road which 
people do from time to time. 

“This will make it much safer for 
everyone. Shared spaces are all well 
and good as long as people know where 
they are supposed to be.”

Summer bus timetable 


changes are introduced 


FIRST Bus have announced 
changes to their services over the 
summer months, which will 
begin on Sunday, May 8th. 

First’s summer timetable will 
be split into three sections with 
the X51, X53 and new X52 and 
X54 buses covering the areas be¬ 
tween Poole and Exeter. 

A spokesperson for the bus op¬ 
erator said: “We are splitting it 
up to a certain extent, the X51 
and X53 will operate hourly, be¬ 
tween Axminster and Bridport it 
will be half hourly and then 
hourly to Dorchester and Hourly 
to Weymouth. 

“The section between Bridport 
and Lyme Regis to Exeter will 
become the X52 and that will op¬ 


erate roughly every two hours 
and the other end between Wey¬ 
mouth and Poole will become 
the X54 and that will operate 
every two hours. 

“The main reason we have 
done this is because two thirds of 
the passengers on those services 
are concessions and we get paid 
very little for concessions. 

“The services were registered 
in different sections - we can re¬ 
book every concession on those 
bits so what it will mean is if 
somebody was travelling all the 
way from Poole to Exeter they 
would have to show their pass 
three times and we would get 
three concessionary fares. 

“If you are a paying passenger, 


the fare is the same all the way 
through. 

“What it will mean, we hope, is 
that we will be able to retain the 
network of services we have got 
along the coast for the future.” 

First have also added some 
later journeys with the last X51 
bus from Axminster to Bridport 
being 8.30pm and the last from 
Dorchester South station to Brid¬ 
port will be at 8.10pm. 

The last X53 from Weymouth 
to Bridport will now be at 
9.40pm, which will also enable 
those in Dorchester who have 
taken the 6.05pm train from Lon¬ 
don Waterloo to take the number 
ten to Weymouth and get the 
X53 to Bridport.

The cash works out at £53 per pothole. 

Dorset County Council says there are currently 
1,162 potholes on the county’s roads, with the coun¬ 
cil aiming to fix each reported pothole within a 
month. 

Martin Hill, Dorset County Council’s network op¬ 
erations service manager, said: “We are pleased that 
we’ve been allocated £817,000 to repair potholes in 
the county’s roads. This funding is vital to continue 
funding these repairs and insuring that they are com¬ 
pleted to a good quality and that the time it takes us 
to repair these potholes is reduced. 


“Dorset has over 2,500 miles of highway and we 
are focusing on early life treatment, aiming to pro¬ 
long the life of our roads and prevent potholes and 
other defects from forming. By using various meth¬ 
ods we can improve road condition. 

“Depending on how badly a road is damaged - 
highway engineers analyse road core's (removed 
cylindrical sections of carriageway) and carriageway 
condition data (including the skid resistance of the 
carriageway surface) to determine the most effective 
treatment.” 

The funding has been made available as part of the 
£250 million Pothole Action Fund included in last 
month’s Budget, which will fix over four million pot¬ 
holes by 2020/21.

Man jailed for vicious 
attack on woman \1TS 


A MAN who broke 
into a woman’s address 
and carried out a vi¬ 
cious and sustained at¬ 
tack on her has been 
jailed for six years. 

Jason Williams, 35 
and of Weymouth, was 
sentenced at Dorch¬ 
ester Crown Court on 
Friday (April 8th), after 
being found guilty of 
burglary with intent to 
commit grievous bod¬ 
ily harm following a 
four-day trial that 
began on March 15th. 

He pleaded guilty to 
assault occasioning ac¬ 
tual bodily harm on the 
first day of the trial. 

He was jailed for six 
years with a further li¬ 
cence period of an ad¬ 
ditional five years upon 
release. 

The court heard that 


Council 
powerless 
to stop 
cars 
parking 
on verges 

DORCHESTER council¬ 
lors have been told 
there is little, or noth¬ 
ing, legally which can 
be done about cars 
parking on grass 
verges in the town. 

The issue was raised 
by town councillors 
after an increase in 
parking on the wide 
verge off Bridport 
Road, leaving muddy 
tyre marks. 

Councillor Fiona 
Kent-Ledger, who ini¬ 
tially raised the sub¬ 
ject, told colleagues 
on the town planning 
committee:"! have got 
a response from DCC 
(Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil) and it's basically 
case closed." 

Councillor David Tay¬ 
lor said that other 
areas of the town were 
also affected, includ¬ 
ing Wessex Road. 

County council staff 
have monitored the 
situation and put no¬ 
tices in the wind¬ 
screens of cars parked 
on the verge, asking 
them not to park 
there. 

Town councillors had 
previously asked the 
Police if there was any¬ 
thing they could do, 
but were told that ac¬ 
tion was difficult, apart 
from in very specific 
circumstances. 


Williams forced his 
way into the property at 
around 3.30am on Sun¬ 
day, September 27th 
2015. He clambered up 
a drain pipe, smashed 
the landing window 
and climbed into the 
house, waking his fe¬ 
male victim who was 
aged in her 30 s. 

He then began repeat¬ 
edly punching her in 
the face and stomach. 

As his victim backed 
away and cowered in 
the bathroom, Williams 
continued his attack by 
head-butting her and 
stamping on her head. 

When Williams left 
the bathroom, his vic¬ 
tim managed to climb 
out of the bathroom 
window and on top of a 
bay window before 
alerting someone to 


call the police. 

The victim and of¬ 
fender were known to 
each other. 

Detective Sergeant 
Steve Broadhurst, of 
Weymouth CID, said: 
“Williams forced his 
way inside the address 
of his victim and led a 
vicious and sustained 
assault upon her. 

“Such was her terror 
and desperation, her 
only escape was to flee 
Williams by climbing 
out onto the roof of a 
second floor bay win¬ 
dow, despite her fear of 
heights. 

“I would like to thank 
the victim’s bravery in 
supporting the prosecu¬ 
tion and I hope that she 
can now take some 
comfort in the fact that 
her attacker will now

be behind bars for a 
lengthy period. 

“While I do not wish 
to downplay the seri¬ 
ousness of the signifi¬ 
cant injuries sustained 
by the victim during the 
assault, and the linger¬ 
ing effects this incident 
has had on her, it is 
truly remarkable that 
Williams’ actions did 
not result in a more 
tragic outcome.”

Japanese Knotweed - The legal consequences 


As solicitors, Japanese Knotweed has moved from being a warning in the legal press to 
an issue in day to day practice. It is a non-native invasive plant with incredibly strong 
root systems (the roots can extend to a depth of three meters and up to seven meters 
laterally). It has distinctive red steams and flat green leaves. It lies dormant in winter 
months but grows aggressively from April to October. Recent European Legislation 
(European Invasive Alien Species Regulation 2014) obliges member states to control and 
manage invasive alien species, of which Japanese Knotweed is one. 


The fundamental problem is that this plant can cause 
physical damage to buildings and land, is expensive 
and time-consuming to eradicate, damage bio 
diversity and result in criminal and civil liabilities for 
owners and occupiers of property. 

The legal implications of Japanese Knotweed are 
real. Local authorities have the power under Section 
215 of the Town and Country Planning Act 1990 
to require land owners to remedy the condition of 
land - failure to comply can result in prosecution, 
a fine and the costs of undertaking the necessary 
works. In addition, Local Authorities and the Police 
can potentially serve community protection notices 
under the Under-Social Behaviour Crime and Policing 
Act 2014 for failure to keep Japanese Knotweed under 
control. It is notable that it is also likely to be classed 
as a controlled waste during the removal process 
creating a potential liability under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act 1981. 

Over and above the potential liabilities listed above, 
an owner or occupier should not allow Japanese 
Knotweed to spread onto neighbouring land, because 
the owner of the neighbouring land may be able 
to take common law private nuisance proceedings 
for compensation for the loss and enjoyment, the 
costs of removal and a continuing injunction against 
reinfestation. More and more clients are raising

concerns about Japanese Knotweed, both with 
regards to their own property, but also worried about 
its presence on neighbouring property. If you have 
Japanese Knotweed on your land, you need to act fast 
to prevent it spreading onto neighbouring property 
and exposing you to a potential claim in nuisance 
or action by the Local Authority or Police. If your 
property neighbours another plot with Japanese 
Knotweed, you may be able to take action to force the 
owner to deal with it and thereby limit the risk to you. 

The potential implications for the value of a property 
affected by Japanese Knotweed are significant as it 
can affect the ability to sell the property or obtain 
a mortgage. Some lenders will not lend against a 
property affected and others place restrictions on the 
mortgage. Buildings insurance policies generally do 
not cover damage and problems caused by Japanese 
Knotweed.

PEOPLE in Dorchester 
have been telling 
Dorset County Council 
what they think about 
on-street advertising 
signs, known as “A- 
boards”, this week. 

The freestanding 
boards can divide opin¬ 
ion. Local businesses 
use them to attract cus¬ 
tomers but some people 
see them as a nuisance. 

As Dorset’s highway 
authority, the county 
council is responsible 
for making sure the 
county’s roads and 
pavements are safe. 

At the moment, its 
policy says that A- 
boards must be in good 
condition, within a set 
size and keep the pave¬ 
ment clear for pedestri¬ 
ans. It only enforces 
this where there is a 
safety issue. 

The council is consid¬ 
ering whether it needs 
to change its approach. 
But, first, it is asking 
residents, businesses, 
shoppers and visitors 
what they think. 

Council staff will be 
outside Barclays in 


South Street, Dorch¬ 
ester, between 11am 
and 2pm this Wednes¬ 
day, Thursday and Fri¬ 
day to ask passers-by a 
few quick questions 
about the number of A- 
boards and whether 
they are a help or a haz¬ 
ard. 

They will also be ask¬ 
ing people’s views of 
options ranging from 
no change to the current 
policy to a “zero toler¬ 
ance” approach, as well 
as having maps or sign¬ 
posts for shops and 
businesses in dedicated 
areas. 

Councillor Peter 
Finney, the county 
council’s Cabinet mem¬ 
ber for the environ¬ 
ment, said: “We are 
keen to support 
Dorset’s economy and 
understand that our 
local businesses need to 
advertise. 

“However, the num¬ 
ber of A-boards in some 
places has grown over 
time and they can cause 
an obstruction, espe¬ 
cially for people with 
disabilities. 


“Before we make any 
changes, we want to 
gather a range of views 
by talking to local resi¬ 
dents , companies, busi¬ 
ness groups and town 
councils.” 

The consultation is 
being done in partner¬ 
ship with Dorchester 
Joint Heritage Commit¬ 
tee, which organised an 
initial meeting about 


the issue and includes 
Dorchester Town 
Council, Dorchester 
Civic Society, Dorch¬ 
ester BID and Dorch¬ 
ester Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Peter Mann, member 
of the Dorchester Joint 
Heritage Committee 
and Chairman of the 
Dorchester Civic Soci¬ 
ety, said: “I very much 


welcome this consulta¬ 
tion, which is a real op¬ 
portunity for people to 
share their views and 
move towards steps 
which will help im¬ 
prove the appearance 
and access to the town 
centre shops.”

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WHAT NEXT FOR THE HOUSING MARKET? 

WE'RE BARELY INTO 2016 AND ALREADY HOUSE PRICES HAVE LEAPT TO NEW HIGHS 


THE average value of a UK home hit a record 
high of £292,000 in January after increasing by 
7.9% annually, according to the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics (ONS). 

Meanwhile, property website Rightmove has 
reported that the average price tag on a prop¬ 
erty coming to market across England and 
Wales has passed the £300,000 mark for the 
first time. 

The struggle for people to get on the hous¬ 
ing ladder has also been laid bare. 

The ONS figures also show that a first-time 
buyer faces paying 7.7% more for a property 
in the UK than they did a year earlier, with the 
average price paid for a starter home standing 
at £222,000 in January 2016. 

And another report, from estate agent 
Hamptons International, found it would take 
a single first-time buyer 13-and-a-half years to 
build a big enough deposit for a home, while 
couples face a wait of three-and-a-half years. 

That report, which covered England and 
Wales, assumed someone would need to raise 
a 15% deposit to buy a home. It also assumed 
aspiring buyers were working full-time and 
saving 22% of their income towards a deposit 
after paying essential bills. 

So with the UK housing market already on 
full steam ahead for 2016, what's next in the 
coming months? 

Well, one of the reasons behind the strong 
activity seen so far in 2016 is thought to be a 


stamp duty increase for 
people buying second 
homes, such as buy-to-let investors, in Eng¬ 
land, Wales and Northern Ireland. 

The increase has just kicked in, as of April 1, 
so its full effects are yet to be seen. 

The three percentage point increase on pre¬ 
vious stamp duty rates for this sector of the 
market was announced by the UK Govern¬ 
ment towards the end of 2015, and there have 
been signs of investors rushing to complete 
sales before the deadline. 

In Scotland, stamp duty land tax (SDLT) has 
been replaced by the land and buildings 
transaction Tax (LBTT). 

However, similar tax hikes on the purchase 
of additional homes such as second homes or 
buy-to-let properties have also been intro¬ 
duced in Scotland, as of April 1,with the inten¬ 
tion being to avoid any potential distortions 
in Scotland that could arise from the stamp 
duty increase in the rest of the UK. 

Various suggestions have been put forward 
as to the impact the tax hikes might have on 
the market. 

Some experts believe the extra costs will be 
passed on by landlords to rental sector ten¬ 
ants in the form of higher rents. 

A report from the Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA) found that nearly two 
thirds (63%) of letting agents predict the sup¬ 
ply of buy-to-let properties will now start to 


fall as landlords are 
pushed out of the mar¬ 
ket, and nearly six in 10 (57%) believe rents 
will be pushed up. 

But the coming months could also present 
an opportunity for first-time buyers, who can 
find themselves competing for the same prop¬ 
erty types that investors also go for. 

Simon Rubinsohn, chief economist at the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS), says the pace of house growth could 
start to "slacken" if demand from buy-to-let in¬ 
vestors shrinks a bit in the coming months. 

He says there have been signs of buy-to-let 
investors and people buying holiday homes 
looking to accelerate their plans. This means 
some sales that may otherwise have taken 
place later in the year have now been brought 
forward. 

However, an array of schemes designed to 
help people move onto or up the housing lad¬ 
der may fill any gaps left by a drift off in de¬ 
mand from investors. 

Rubinsohn says that with various Govern¬ 
ment schemes such as Help to Buy upping the 
demand from buyers, it is hard to predict the 
impact of the stamp duty hike. 

He says: "We're going to see sales activity 
continue to move ahead but it's going to be a 
bit harder to build up the numbers. First-time 
buyers may find the landscape a bit more 
favourable." 


WHAT IS THE NEW FLOOD RE SCHEME? 

FLOOD RE is a new insurance scheme to help 
households in higher-risk areas get access to 
more affordable cover and a wide choice of 
policies. 

Launching on April 4, the scheme works with 
insurance companies so that people who own 
and live in properties that are most likely to 
flood can shop around more easily to find 
policies with more affordable premiums and 
excesses. It is hoped that the increased com¬ 
petition will help drive down premiums for 
those affected. 

The scheme will help people who buy build¬ 
ings or contents insurance for properties that 
are at risk of flooding, providing they own and 
live in them. 

It is estimated that, over time, around 
350,000 UK households could benefit from 
Flood Re. Consumers will not need to deal 
with the scheme directly and will still buy their 
insurance as usual. 

The Association of British Insurers (ABI) says 
some insurers will be contacting customers di¬ 
rectly to tell them about how Flood Re can 
make a difference. 

Consumers can also call their insurer to find 
out if they can offer new options. The ABI says 
it is also a good idea to shop around, as the ex¬ 
istence of Flood Re should, over time, mean 
more choice of affordable flood cover, even for 
those at high flood risk.

WHEN the going gets tough, TV 
vet Julian Norton knows his Mit¬ 
subishi Outlander diesel will get 
him through it. 

The 43-year-old is based in 
Thirsk, near the beautiful York¬ 
shire Dales and North York Moors 
- at James Herriot's former prac¬ 
tice no less. And just like the 
world-famous literary vet, he faces 
challenges reaching his patients 
as well as dealing with them. 

Julian was the main focus of The 
Yorkshire Vet - a six-part Channel 
5 series last autumn that followed 
him and his trusty Outlander on 
his visits. 'Based in rural North 
Yorkshire, it's important we're 
able to get out and about in all 
weathers, all conditions and all 
types of road surface. It's often 


slippy, even if not always snowy, 
so it's really useful to have a four- 
wheel-drive vehicle, and I know 
my Outlander will cope,' he said. 
'It's a lovely vehicle to drive and it 
gives you a lot more confidence 
when you're heading into fields, 
for example - and we often have 
to head into fields!' 

The Outlander is just as capable 
reversing up tricky narrow hillside 
country lanes - for example, to 
allow oncoming vehicles to pass 
by - as it is being steered through 
a ford. 

The new diesel model is Mit¬ 
subishi's safest and most environ- 
mentally-friendly version. Among 
the many enhancements, 40 
noise, vibration and harshness 
improvements have been intro¬ 


duced, and it boasts new styling, 
too. Ride and handling are even 
better and there's increased effi¬ 
ciency, while the cabin interior 
has improved comfort and safety. 

And these are all winners as far 
as Julian is concerned. The Out¬ 
lander looks really great. It's very 
stylish, and as well as that, it actu¬ 
ally feels like a car because it's not 
as enormous as some of the 
equivalent vehicles on the mar¬ 
ket. It handles really nicely and 
there's plenty of space - there's a 
lovely big boot, which we need 
for all our medicines and equip¬ 
ment and calving jacks and so on 
and so forth, but it's not ridicu¬ 
lously big that it makes it hard to 
fit into parking spaces or get 
down my drive at home.' 


Away from the surgery, Julian is 
very much a man of action. Until 
recently, he was - with friend and 
Olympic oarsman Roger Brown - 
the world record-holder for 
tandem indoor rowing over a 
24-hour period. Nowadays when 
he's not working, Julian takes 
part in triathlons and Ironman 
challenges, and goes biking 
and ski mountaineering - he also 
represented Great Britain in the 
Half-Iron Distance Triathlon 
European championships last 
year and in 2014. 

'Again, the Outlander's great for 
all that,'said Julian/because when 
I've not got my veterinary stuff in 
the boot I can stick loads of kit in, 
and one of my sons is a very keen 
triathlete, so we can stick his bike 


in the back and head off. It's really 
good for that.'

TWO superb strikes from Mark Salter 
finally ended Bridport's miserable run 
of six consecutive defeats when they 
beat high flying Bradford Town at St 
Mary's on Tuesday evening.
